Aberdeen-Angus breeders have always placed much emphasis 
on the value of individual females as well as female families or 
tribes in breed construction and development, while very little con- 
sideration is given the males. Remembering, however, that great 
individuals of any breed result from the mating of good males with 
good females, the following tabulations attempt to point out the 
important part which bulls have taken in breed and herd develop- 


ment. 

The results cf various breed studies and investigations point 
io the fact that sires are much more potent factors in the improve- 
nent of the breed as a whole than are the females. This is due, 
nt to the inability of the females to stamp their characteristics 
mn their individual offspring, but to the fact that, from the stand- 
wint of numbers of offspring concrened, the female has much less 
chance than the male. Males may stamp their characteristics upon 
wward of 50 individual offspring in a single season, while the fe- 
nale is usually limited to one. During .a lifetime, the number of 
offspring of a bull is almost unlimited as compared to that of a 
ingle cow. If for no other reason, then, the sire, on account of a 
geater number of offspring, can exert a much greater influence 
mon the herd or the breed as a whole than the female. 

With the idea of the influence of sires upon a breed in mind, 
the following study is made of the prize winning Aberdeen-Angus 
at the International Live Stock Exposition, and from this study 
can be clearly seen the vaiue of one line of sires in breed develop- 
nent and improvement. In composing the tables that follow, all 
animals that have won fourth prize or better in the open classes 
of breeding animals at the International Live Stock Exposition 
fom the year 1900 to 1922, inclusive, have been included and 
ae considered among the best representatives of the breed. 
When it is considered that prize winners from state fairs and 
treuits of smaller shows are usually brought together for 
final judgment every year at the International Live Stock Ex- 
psition, it seems safe to assume that these International winners 
lepresent the very best individuals that the breed can produce. Of 
ourse, this is not true in every case, but the ability to win in such 
faits and shows is practically the only basis on which we can class- 
ify the best individuals of the beef breeds. In addition, a study of 
ndividuals of the Aberdeen-Angus breed clearly shows that the 
very best have made their appearance in the breeding classes at 
the International. 

_In Table I, the sires are scored according to the number of 
trizes won by their offspring and then listed according to their 
total score, 

_ The following method was used in the sccring of the sires of 
this breed: Each fourth prize winner credits its sire with a score 
f1 point; a third prize winner, a score of 2 points; a second prize 
viner, a score of 3 points; a first prize winner, a score of 4 points: 
isnior or junior championship, a credit of 5 points; and a grand 
championship, a credit of 6 points. Thus, Earl Marshall 183780, the 
frst sire listed in the table, produced offspring that won 3 grand 
tampionships, 5 senior or junior championships, 12 firsts, 6 sec-

THE CATTLE SITUATION AS SIFTED 
ROM GOVERNMENTAL REPORTS. 
. The following item concerning the number of cattle on feed 
"the corn belt states will be most interesting to readers of the 
Journal, especially will this be true when you are advised that it 
Staken from the Sioux City Live Stock Record, a market paper 
and lose student of market conditions from the packers’ viewpoint. 
tere is nothing today that has a broader influence upon the cattle 
tion than does market conditions throughout the country as 


pertains to fat and butcher stock. Attention is called to the state- 
ment at the close of this item to the effect that while there is a 
cmall increase in the feed lots in numbers of cattle these same 
cattle are somewhat lighter in weight, so after all the tonnage of 
salable meat products will in all probability not be increased so 
very much over last ‘year, and that is in fact the real basis upon 
which the meat industry should be calculated. 
The item says: 


Movement of Stocker and Feeder Cattle from 12 Leading Markets 
into Seven States. 
Months of July to November, Inclusive. 
Iowa Illinois Missouri Nebraska Kansas Indiana

“Towa cattle feeders have approximately the same number of 
cattle on feed for market this 'year as on December 1, 1922. There 
were about 2 per cent more cattle on feed for market in the 11 corn 
belt states on December 1, this year, than on December 1, 1922. 
This increase is the same in both groups of states, those east and 
those west of the Mississippi river. This estimate is based upon 
the movement of stock and feeder cattle into each state and upon 
reports of feeders covering their own operations and estimates of 
reporters as to the general feeding situation. 

“The movement of stocker and feeder cattle into the corn belt, 
both for the five months, from July 1, to December 1, and for 11 
months to December 1, while a little smaller than last year, was 
much larger than in the years 1921 and 1920. 

“Because of the lack of information as to the proportion of fed 
cattle as compared to the total receipts, it is impossible to exactly 
check feeding estimates against subsequent marketings. A large 
movement of stocker and feeder cattle into the corn belt in the 
summer and fall usually indicates a heavy out-movement of fed cat- 
tle in the following winter and spring. Although the record move- 
ment into the corn belt in 1922 was followed in the winter and 
spring by a substantial increase over 1922 and 1921 in the market- 
ing from these states and in the inspected slaughter, this increase 
was not as large as was to be expected. While the increase in the 
feeder shipments in 1922 was around 800,000 head above 1921 and 
1920 the total marketings from the corn belt in six months follow- 
ing December 1, 1922, only increased about 300,000 head over those 
for the six months following December 1, 1920 and 1921. The avail- 
able evidence indicates that most of this difference of 500,000 head 
have not yet been marketed and are a part of the available feeding 
supplies for the coming six months. 

“Market information and reports of feeders both show that the 
proportion of heavy cattle bought and on feed this year is smaller 
than last ‘year and that the average weight of fed cattle during the 
next six month will be somewhat less than last year. 

“The corn belt states showing an increase this year are those 
that have either a large amount of soft corn which must be utilized 
within a period of a few months, Indiana, Illinois and Wisconsin; or 
those having a large increase in corn production as Minnesota, 
South Dakota and Nebraska. The estimates in each state as a per- 
centage of last year are as follows: 

“Ohio, 90; Indiana, 105; Illinois, 105; Michigan, 90; Wisconsin, 
105; Minnesota, 110; Iowa, 100; Missouri 100; South Dakota, 110; 
Nebraska, 105; Kansas, 95. 

“In so far as numbers of cattle on feed indicate the supplies of 
cattle for slaughter, it appears that the supply during the present 
winter and coming spring will be about the same in the corn belt 
region as last year, but with the cattle somewhat lighter in weight.” 


RANGE CATTLE GOING INTO 
WINTER IN GOOD CONDITION. 


The Denver Record Stockman has made the following report 
from a recent government survey which brings good tidings from 
the range country contiguous to that market. The Journal is 
deeply interested in range conditions and the welfare of the men 
who are engaged in growing in large numbers the cattle for the 
corn belt feed lots, and is greatly pleased to know that the ranges 
generally speaking are in fine shape and the cattle going into the 
winter in good condition. We are pleased to note that there have 
been very few losses reported so far this winter. Breeding herds 
in good condition at this time should denote a good calf crop in the 
spring. Attention is called to the statement that the unusually 
heavy market shipments from the Northwest are including she stuff 
and calves and yearlings. This statement only emphasizes the con- 
tention of the Journal that various sections of the country this fall 
bring reports that indicate a still further shortage of beef cattle 
in the very near future. Heavy marketing of cows, calves and 
yearlings regardless of sex means only one thing and that is that 
the beef making machinery of the country is being scrapped pre- 
maturely, presumably to satisfy compulsory liquidation. The seri- 
ous side of the enterprise lies in the fact that it will require years

Table II gives the genealogy of the really great sires of the 
Aberdeen-Angus breed, or those sires qualifying in Table I with 
G er mcre points to their credit. A study of this genealogy table 
will clearly reveal the fact. that every one of these sires of the 
breed have been descended through their sires, from a common an- 
cestry. This table only attempts to give the male lineage of the 
eyeat animals found therein, and for that reason no females are 
included. 

The table is read as follows: The sire at the head of the ta- 
lle, or the first sire listed, is the animal from which all others in- 
cluded in the table have been descended. The following animals 
are listed according to the lineage through which they trace to the 
first sire or the one heading the table. In case a sire has only 
one son in the list, the name of the son is placed immediately un 
der the name of the sire and slightly to the right. Jn case a sire 
has more than one important son, a perpendicular line is dropped 
from under the first letter of the rame of the sire, and the sons 
are numbered and listed along this line. As an example of the 
method of reading this table, we can note that Old Jock 126, the 

econd sire listed in the table, is the son of Gray Breasted Jock 113. 
and in turn is the sire of two bulls listed along the line dropped 
immediately under his name, viz, Marquis 301, and Pat 100. Un- 
der the name of each of these sons of Old Jock 126, are listed their 
respective descendants in a similar manner. ; 

The large number immediately following the name of each si1e 
listed in the table represents the herd book number of that par- 
ticular sire. The numbers in parentheses, following the herd book 
numbers of certain sires, represent the numbers of various prizes 
won by the immediate offspring of the sire to the left, together 
with the score of the sire himself. In cases of sires whose offspring 
have never won one fourth prize o1 better at the International, 
-hese numbers are omitted. The first number in these parentheses 
-epresents the number of grand chempionships won lsy the sons 
end daughters of the sire to the left; the second, the number of 
senior or junior championships; the third, the number of first 
prizes; the fourth, the number of second prizes; the fifth, the num- 
er of third prizes; the sixth, the number of fourth prizes; and the 
seventh, or last number, represents the total score or credit of the 
sire himself.

Some Figures Worth Considering. 


The November 14th issue of the Chicago 
Drovers Journal carried in its daily com- 
ment upon the cattle selling the following 
item which to the Journal’s way of thinking 
contains much food for thought. Compare 
the prices paid for various qualities of year- 
lings on that date. If this item does not 
bring conclusive evidence as to the super- 
iority of the Aberdeen-Angus bullocks then 
what does? 

“A load of handy weight steers on the 
long yearling order sold at $12.65, top for 
the day. These cattle were Aberdeen-An- 
gus from Poweshiek county, Iowa, averaged 
1172 lbs. and sold to Wilson. Two cars of 
1080 Ib. Aberdeen-Angus from a Missouri 
feed lot sold to Morris at $12.50 and other 
choice youngsters averaging from 975 to 
1134 lbs. sold at $12.25. Good yearlings 
were numerous at $11.00 to $11.50, with less 
desirable kinds going at $10.00 down. Light 
fleshed youngsters of common killing 
grades sold around $7.00 and under, with a 
medium grade at $8.25 to $9.00. 

“Few weighty steers passed the $10.50 
mark, with most of the supply cashing at 
$8.25 to $10.25. A few loads averaging 
1500 lbs. and heavier earned $10.50 to 
$10.90, the latter price being paid for a load 
of 1510 lb. steers. Some 1264 lb. steers 
were good enough to go at $11.00.” 

Thus it will be plainly seen that the early 
maturing, thick fleshed, Aberdeen-Angus 
steer has a distinct advantage over the 
slower growers and the youngsters that do 
not carry their flesh in the better cuts when 
the block is reached. Show these figures to 
your neighbor for certainly he will be inter- 
ested in knowing why there is a difference 
in favor of the Aberdeen-Angus breed.

Knoxville, Ia., Nov. 19, 1923. 
Editor Aberdeen-Angus Journal: 

We have been greatly pleased in the feed- 
ing and caring for the baby beeves. Hattie’s 
and my calf were fed together, by name 
Pat and Pansy. January ist they were 
weighed and valued at $8.00 per hundred. 
Pat weighed 575 pounds, valuation $46.00. 
Pansy’s weight was 640 pounds, valuation 
$51.20. 

During the winter months they were fed 
silage, corn, oats, clover hay, and molasses. 
when grass came we confined them in the 
barn during the day time with the usual 
amount of feed and no silage. Two weeks 
before the fair they were kept in the barn 
both day and night with no grass. They 
were fed twice a day and given water any 
time they wanted it. 

The two calves consumed $99.32 worth of 
feed—$69.12 for corn at 72c per bushel. 
$22.40 for oats at 40c per bushel; $4.00 for 
hay at $10.00 per ton; $2.00 for silage at 
$5.00 per ton; $1.80 for molasses at $30 per 
ton. 

We first showed the calves at the Connty 
Fair, Pat taking first place and Pansy sec- 
ond in a showing of ten Aberdeen-Angus. 
Pat’s prize was $8.00 and a Swiss wrist 
watch. Pansy’s prize was $6.00. From here 
we went directly to the State Fair at Des 
Moines. In the show there Pansy stood 
seventh place and Pat eighth place, the priz- 
es being $14.00 each. The placings of the 
two calves were just the reverse from the 
County Fair. One peculiar feature of the 
two calves in showing was that they were 
never separated. When one was moved 
they were both moved together. 

Pat and Pansy were members of the coun- 
ty group of ten, the group taking fifth 
place. Prize $1.00 each. Just one calf, 
Pat, was entered in the pure bred fat class, 
taking third place, prize $10.00.

Herdsmen’s Course at the Iowa State College 


The winter quarter opening date is Jan- 
uary 2, 1924, closing date March 19, 1924. 

The Herdsmen’s Course at Iowa State 
College is a six months’ course, divided in- 
to two pepriods of three months each and 
given in the winter quarter of the regular 
college year. The winter quarter begins im- 
mediately after New Year’s Day and con- 
tinues for 12 weeks. The student may en- 
roll for the first period any winter and fin- 
ish the second period the following winter. 
Between the two periods the student in this 
course is expected to be connected with 
some pure bred live stock establishment to 
gain practical experience. 

The purpose of the Herdsmen’s Course is 
to prepare men with live stock inclinations 
and experience to care for, feed and man- 
age herds and flocks for breeding estab- 
lishments or for themselves. Live stock 
breeders hire men who have both the tech- 
nical and practical training which can be 
obtained in this course. This course it not 
intended for men who can take the four- 
year Collegiate Animal Husbandry Course. 
Prospective students with only an eighth 
grade education or its equivalent, who are 
going to follow general farming, should en- 
roll in the Two-Year Agricultural Course 
and not the Herdsmen’s Course. It is plan- 
ned especially for those men who are prim- 
arily interested in pure bred live stock and 
who have only a limited time better to pre- 
pare themselves for the live stock business. 


The Herdsmen’s Course was organized in 
1918. Each year a new group of students 
enters and a group completes the work. 
They locate on their own farms or with 
some leading live stock breeder. Owners of 
many of the prominent herds in this coun- 
try employ men who have taken the Herds- 
men’s Course at Iowa State College. The 
men who make good have no difficulty in 
finding and holding good positions. 

The instruciion given is both technical 
and practical. The studies have been chos-- 
en to prepare the student, as far as possible, 
for the management of breeding herds and 
flocks. They include special instruction in 
‘udging both the market and breeding 
classes of live stock, in the feeding, breed- 
ing, care and management, in fitting for 
show or sale, in the pedigrees and blood 
lines, in the marketing of live stock, in the 
killing, cutting and curing of farm meats 
and in the common live stock diseases. 

To supplement the animal husbandry 
work, studies in farm sanitation, farm 
buildings and equipment, milk testing, pois- 
onous weeds, corn, small grain and forage 
crop production, farm management and 
business English are included. Thus the 
course gives the student a fairly complete 
training. 

Students are allowed to specialize on one 
breed of live stock as much as possible. 
J"irst year men can either take the beef or 
dairy cattle work. Along with this they 
set work with hogs, sheep and horses. In 
the second quarter the students can do ad- 
vanced breed study in such breeds as inter- 
est them, along with the regular work. 

Any man or boy over 17 years of age who 
has. satisfactorily comleted public school 
work of the eighth grade or its equivalent 
is eligible to the Herdsmen’s Course. This 
must be shown by a certificate signed by the 
superintendent of the school attended and 
filed with the registrar of Iowa State Col- 
lege before the opening of the winter = 
ter. If the applicant has attended high 
school or academic record. 


_ Excellent equipment in the way of build- 
inge and live stock is used in conducting the 
Herdsmen’s Course. Much of the work is 
practical in nature. All students in the 
second quarter assist the regular college 
herdsmen in caring for and feeding the Col- 
lege herds and flocks. Practical training in 
fitting for show or sale is part of the 
course. 

The live stock maintained on the College 
farm, and used in the Herdsmen’s Course 
comprises excellent individuals of the lead- 
ing breeds. Many of these animals are con- 
sistent winners at the leading shows, in- 
cluding Live Stock Exposition. Supervised 
trips to neighboring pure bred farms are 
taken by the students, where the herds, 
equipment and methods of management are 
carefully studied. Experienced live stock 
men are brought to the College to address 
the students on timely subjects relating to 
the pure bred business. Every opportunity 
is given the student to prepare himself bet- 
ter to care for good live stock. 

This course is also of value to men who 
have already had considerable experience 
with live stock. Upon completion of the 
course, a certificate will be granted to those 
who have shown by their work that they 
have ability to act as herdsmen.
